Please inform United States Government of action we are taking 
and say that we are in some difficulty in making representations to 
the Russians in that we have no real idea of the military situation in 
Laos. ' ?r e still do net know what really happened at Nam Tha, or what 
was the nature of the reputed Communist advance thereafter. The 
latest information we have had from Vientiane also suggests that there 
has been no real attack on Saravane; had there been one, the Royal 
Laotian forces would presumably by now have been many miles away from 
the spot. It is going to be very difficult for us to argue with 

Mr. Gromyko as Co-Chairman if we do not know more about the situation. 
I take it that the Americans still have MAAG advisers with every 
active unit in Laos and I should be most grateful if they could now 
give us a very full account of what is known for certain about the 
present military position and the events of the last two or three 
weeks leading up to it, as I do not think we can carry our action 
much further on the basis of the inadequate reports which are all 
that is available to us. 
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
